Old Business 
WOJFL reported on hamfest planning progress. He stated that the vendors he has 
contacted so far will not commit to coming to our event. He passed a list of vendors out 
and asked everyone to see if they could think of anyone else to contact. N9MAF said he 
was planning on going to Collinsville hamfest, weather permitting, on the 27" and would 
contact the vendors there again.

Kevin, AD7OI said he would take 3 tables 
for items from his business he is closing. Joe also talked about mailing and emailing 
information about the hamfest to other clubs and hams in the area.

N9MAF reported on the month-long on-air event Winter Heat. It is free to sign up at 
www.hamactive.com . Everything is done on specific VHF and UHF frequencies, FM 
and digital. He also said that due to the poor band conditions he is having trouble 
competing with the group in the St. Louis metro area and would really appreciate 
anybody that is willing to get on the air locally and make contacts, even if it is just the 
two 2-meter frequencies. 

KDOHHN mentioned that club dues to renew membership should be turned in. K9AJC 
inquired about the cutoff date to maintain membership.
